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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues against the Visca reference 
are not commensurate in scope with the claims as written and therefore any argument of unexpected results, as shown in example 1 1 or 
12, or the specific test as shown in page 16 of the specification. Specifically, the claims are directed to all metal substrates and the showing 
is directed to a narrow species of the broad genus. Additionally the showing uses specific process parameters that are not found in the 
claim and therefore the showing of results for specific examples is not commensurate in scope with the claim as written. The examiner 
maintains that Visca makes obvious application of the compound within the genus as claimed to a metal substrate and therefore must 
necessarily result in corrosion resistance unless the applicant is utilizing process steps or parameters that are not required by the claim. 
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
